TRIAL OF THE 
SLICEENS SDiT. 


Interesting Testimony by Captain Foster 
—Saturday’s Proceedings 
in Detail. 


The trial of the case of the People vs. the 
Gold R un D itch and Minino Company was 
resumed on Saturday at 9:30 A. if., Judge 
Temple presiding. 
Captain A lbert Foster was sworn for the 
plaintiff—(To M r. Cadwalader)—I reside in 
the city of Sacramento, aud at present am 
employed in the capacity of Assistant Super­ 
intendent of the steamers belonging to the 
Central Pacific Railroad. 
This company at 
the present time have ten or twelve steamers 
plying the waters of the Sacramento between 
this city and San Francisco. 
W e also have 
steamers plying between Sacramento city and 
point3 above. 
H ave had this position and 
been intim ately acquainted with this com­ 
pany’s steamers and their movements since 
1872. 
I came to California ic 1849, 
I came 
to the city of Sacramento on the 1st day of 
August, the same year, iu a small boat called 
the Baton, which waa propelled by oars and 
sail. 
A few days after my first arrival at 
Sacramento city I proceeded in the same 
boat to Parks’ Bar, a distance by river 
of about 200 miles. 
I returned to Sacra­ 
mento on or about October 1st of the same 
year. 
I am quite positive th at I was in this 
city on the 10th day of October, 1849. 
On 
the 11th day of October I went to San F ran ­ 
cisco, 
STEAMBOAT SLOUGH 
la thirty mileE below Sacramento. 
I t is five 
or six miles through the slough proper; its 
average width is about 250 feet. 
I t is about 
half as wide as the Old river. 
The Old river 
and Steamboat slough come together a t Cache 
eiougb, three miles from Rio Vista. 
Hog’s 
Back is in Steamboat slough, five miles 
above the lower junction with the main 
river. 
Steamboat 
slough 
proper 
is 
above 
the 
m euth 
of 
Sutter 
slough. 
The North Bend wae the name of a brig that 
I loaded a t New Y ork Landing on the 16th 
of October, 1S49. 
H er tonnage waa some­ 
thing over 200 tons, and her draft about seven 
feet. 
The rains commenced that year on the 
1st or 2d of November. 
The Senator arrived 
in San Francisco the latter part of October, 
1849. 
Sho was a sea-going vessel; her ton­ 
nage was from 500 or 600 tons, and her draft, 
light, six or seven feet. 
She plied between 
San Francisco anil Sacramento for several 
years. 
She made three trips a week, leaving 
San Francisco at 4 p. H. and arriving at Sac­ 
ramento at 2 or 3 A. M. 
On down trips she 
would leave Sacramento at 2 r. M. and arrive 
at San Francisco at 9 or 10 r. m . She carried 
considerable freight anil a great many pas­ 
sengers. 
I have traveled on the Senator be­ 
tween these points maDy times. I shipped on 
the schooner E. A. Sliser as a sailor for about 
six months. Sho was employed in carrying 
freight between Sac Fraueiscoand Sacramento. 
Light, she drew five feet of water, and when 
laden, about seven feet. 
H er tonnage was 
about fifty tons. 
This schooner made trips 
regularly, and never had any trouble. 
A t 
th at time the river was clear, and all the 
reaches deep. 
W e calculated that in front 
of this city on always having twenty-four feet 
of water in low stage of the river. 
I came 
down from M ill creek, in Shasta county, in a 
canoe in August, 1851. 


THE COMANCHE 
A t th at time was being built on the Yolo 
shore. 
She was a tide-wheeler of 200 tons 
burden. 
She first went into the upper Sac­ 
ramento trade, making several trips. 
A fter­ 
wards she was used between San Francisco 
and Marysville, 
carrying heavy loads of 
freight and passengers. 
The steamer Erilda 
was built about the same time of the building 
of the Comanche. 
She was about the same 
size as the Comanche. 
I will state th at the 
m aterial or parts of these steamers were 
shipped around the H orn and put up here. 
Those vessels th at first came here were of 
heavy draft aud strongly built. 
The Sacra­ 
mento harbor in 1850 and 1851 contained a 
great amount of shipping. 
The Governor 
D ana was a etern-wheel river steamer. 
I 
made a trip up the American to Patterson’s 
ranch cn the Governor Dana, a distance of 
eighteen miles. 
From 1849 to 1862 I wa3 
constantly employed in the navigation of tho 
Sacramento river. 
About the time the Sen­ 
ator came the New W orld came. 
Tiie Mc- 
Kim, H artford, Antelope, Confidence and 
W ilson G. H unt came on in 1819 and 1S50. 
They were all 


SEA GOING STEAMERS. 
The Confidence and H unt cams around the 
Horn, but could not be properly classed as 
sea-going. The Capita! was the largest vessel 
ever put on tho Sacramento, her tnnuage 
beirg 1,000 tons. 
She came on in 1865 aud 
continued in the trado until 1S71. 
The 
Chrysopolis was next in size to the Capital. 
H er tonuare was 1.100 tons. 
She was taken 
off about 1870. 
The Yoaemite was used at 
tho same time in connection with the Chrys­ 
opolis and Capital. 
Captain Chadwick was 
master of the Chrysop lis first, and after­ 
wards I succeeded to her Captaincy. 
W e 
usually left Sau Francisco about 4 p. M. 
and 
arrived 
here 
from 
2 
to 4 A . M. 
The general size of our cargoes was several 
hundred toas ; S00 tons was her largest load. 
The draft of Iho Chryeopolis was six feet. 
The Capital was 290 feet long and 80 feet 
wide. 
H er hull was something near 50 feet. 
The Senator was the largest boat oa the river 
prior to the Chryeopolis and the Capital. 
The Senator I have seen lately. 
She has 
been built up some ou l.er deck, but not 
lengthened. 
The first obstruction to naviga­ 
tion was a t “ Hog’s Back.” The “ Hog’s Back’’ 
shoal at first was apparentlv a hard-pan be­ 
fore it began to shoal up. 
W e lighted up the 
boats to enable the Bteamers to come over the 
“ Hog’s Back” with less delay to waits, etc. 
They were not necessary really, only to en­ 
able us to cress at lower tides. 
The next 
obstruction waa the “ Haycock” shoals, about 
ten miles below Sacramento. 
We had no 
trouble with the Chrysopolis in 1865, when I 
fir3t took charco of her, to the best of my 
recollection. 
T nat shoal 


KEPT SHOALING 
Mare and mor?, till at the last of my run­ 
ning there was less than five feet. 
I always 
heard, by report, th at at first, at th at point, 
vessels could cross drawing thirteen feet. 
The river has shoaled at times so we could 
not get above R 3treet._ T hat was before the 
Chrysopolis quit running. 
Our landing wa3 
above R street, at K . A t the footof the bend, 
and in sight of our landing, we had the worst 
shoaling we ever hail. 
I t was from a quar­ 
ter to a half-mile below the new gas works— 
just above tho point of the bend as it shows 
new. 
T hat shoal we had no particular name 
for. 
T hat shoal gave us trouble in 1875. 
A t low water we had about three feet in the 
channel. 
Formerly we used to have at least 
twenty-four feet there in the channel. 
That 
shoal I don’t think gave us any serious 
trouble before 1875. 
For over four month?, 
then, we had to land at M urphy’s landing. 
The Amador and Julia were running then. 
They were lighter boats than the Chrysopo­ 
lis. 
The Amador’s tonnage wa3 897 toas. 
I 
think sho was 180 feet long and very broad. 
The Julia was smaller. 
I put on her once 
225 tons of wheat, aetuil weight. 
W hen I 
left the Chrysopolis I went on the Amador. 
I left as Captain in 1S72. 


nA VE TAKEN SOUNDINGS 
In the Sacramento river, or had them taken 
in 1878. 
To improve the navigation of the 
river, a dam waa built by the California 
Steam Navigation Company at Haycock 
shoals. 
I t was repaired by me after I left 
the Chrysopolis, probably about 1865 or 1867. 
C’an’t eay what the date of tho buildmg of 
the dam was. 
The channel hail shoaled at 
Sacramento. 
One wing-dam was built op­ 
posite K street, and one further down. 
Both 
were built from the Yolo shore, and to 
deepen the channel in the vicinity of K 
street. 
Since 1865 the bed of the river ha3 
generally filled, all the way, with sediment. 
I Bhould say in front of Sacramento, from the 
American river to the gas works, 22 feet. 
W e never have much trouble in high water. 
A fter a flood we havo grounded on some mov­ 
ing bar when the water was at 15 feet. 
The 
first rains generally deepen the channel. The 
water then ¡3 very thick. 
The steamer Cora 
sunk at W alnut Grove, May, 1879, beciuse of 
striking a snag beioiv th at place. 
The top of 
her wheel-hcuse wa3 18 inches out of water, 
and ths inner guard was out of water, for 
she was 
canted 
over 
lik?. 
W hen 
we 
got 
ready to lift her, after four days’ 
preparation, 
we 
found 
her 
heavier 
than we were equal to. 
Then we rigged 
Byphon pumps to clear the mud off her deck. 
As she rose partly I put men on with shovels 
and barrows to wheel the sediment off. 
W hen we got her up we found the sediment 
three feet deep in the ladits’ cabin, and I es­ 
tim ated the SPiliment found in her hold to ba 
not less than 300 tons. 
W hen her deck was 
cleared her guard on one side was only just 
out of water, and oce was yet under, owing 
to the sediment in her. 
The boat was on her 
way to Sacramento from San Francisco when 
she sank. 
A bucket of the sediment 10 by 
104 inches weighed 681 pounds 
I wrote to 
U nited States Engineer Colonel M endeil a 


letter on the subject. 
[L etter objected to.] 
W alnut Grove is by river about 36 miles, as 
steamboat men _ reckon miles. 
Steamboat 
slough is not navigable now for large steam, 
era. 
The Julia ran to Sacramento the fore 
part of last season. 
The Tulia and Amador 
have now been succeeded by stem-wheel 
steamers of lighter draught—the Apache and 
Modoc are of that kind. 
They draw about 
four feet aft and three forward, and will carry 
400 ton3 and m ark five feet ot water. 
There 
are 
NO SIDE-W HEELERS 
On the river up to here now. 
Ths New 
W orld in 1875 came up for repairs, and during 
them the shoal below the gas works ap­ 
peared, and the New W orld couldn’t get 
back. 
She was ¡a m en d ed up here by that 
her till N o v c m b ^ ^ ^ ^ ^ th e first rise came. 
I know of 
barco Napa, I 
think, 
was loaded with 
wheat .at S 
a 
c 
n up river t ame. 
During the 
fell enough to let 
her down and 'snaJ^^W n a snag below, and 
she filled. 
Tho tide ebbed and flowed then 
about ten inches here. 
This was at the foot 
of K street, in the wake ot tho steam er Iand- 
iug. 
The 4iJe h.os gradually ruu out. 
A t 
low water there may be an inch or two, but 
this last season I hadn’t been able to observe 
it at ail. 
The barge at the time referred to 
was drawing but five feet. 
She lay over au 
unknown snag, and as she settled with the 
tide the snag burst up through her. 
The 
tides in 1849 and later were from tw enty to 
thirty inches on the Sacramento, and ex­ 
tended noticeably a third of the way between 
Frem ont aud K night’s Landing. 
Á t the last 
place .ten inches was a good tide. 
The 
tide may have benefited navigation seme. 
Gradually the water in the river has been 
getting worse as to sediment in the water. 
No steamer conld make the time now th at 
they used to iu early days, even if she ran 
clear of the bottom, owing particularly to 
the filling in of tho deep reaches, as now they 
feel the suction of the bottom all the way. 
I t manifests itself very perceptibly. 
I have 
noticed the floods in this valley. 
A first gen­ 
eral rain does not send a flood here from all 
the rivers at the same time, bnt continuous 
floods are after the Sacramento water gets 
down here. 
The Feather river water gets 
here in about fifteen hours, and the Sacra­ 
mento w ater in forty-eight hours. 
The 
American generally falls before that. 
In 
1875 at the shoalest water—the last of Sep­ 
tember or the 1st of October—we had on the 
gauge above low-water m ark over four feet 
above the low-watzr m ark of 1849. 
So the 
surface water was over a foot above that of 
1819, for the gauge showed three feet to be 
the low water mark. 
The Am erican sends 
out muddy water. 
I t has 


DOUBLE THE SEDIM ENT 
In low water, I should say, than there is in 
tho water of the Sacramento above the mouth 
ef the American. 
As compared to the Sac­ 
ramento the American shows more sediment 
at lowjwater, 
I have seen a bar formed by 
the American iu the Sacramento. 
This bar 
is continuous from the American to the 
railroad bridge, and there it tails down, and 
really it. is continuous across the river, and 
reappears on the Yolo shore under our boat- 
ways. 
Ttie American has now cut away the 
Yolo bank, so that at flood-time tho Ameri­ 
can crosses the Sacramento, comes down tho 
Yolo shore, and then bounds out and passes 
under the draw in the bri.lg?. 
Tho bar I 
describe, at 26 feet of water in tho Sacra­ 
mento, or.e day last year was within 4 feet of 
the top of the water above the railroad 
bridge. 
I remember th at case particularly, 
for they refused to pass the D ana through 
the draw of the railroad bridge then, as the 
bar showed up under the bridge. 
The big 
flood of ’61-2 stood just 24 feet above low- 
water mark. 
There was more water in the 
valley then than that in any subsequent flood 
—more than last year—for M r. Kerche- 
val 
and I 
established 
the 
m ark 
at 
Grand 
Island. 
Levees 
have tho effect 
of making the water higher in the river. 
A t highest 
water 
here 
last year, 
for 
instance, it was two and a half feet lower in­ 
side the levee at W ashington. 
Of course the 
velocity of the water is greater—naturally. I 
don’t think there is any doubt th at the in­ 
crease of the levees increases the carrying- 
capacity of the Btrcam. 
As to th at bar form­ 
ing, of which I spoke, I w ant to say, that 
while the bar was forming above the bridge, 
there was a cutting away by the river in the 
channel at the bridge deeper, anil it cut out 
our dolphins there. 
Ou all full raises the 
channel deepens—that is the first effect; as 
the river fills belofi the jurront slackens sn 1 
the river begins to fill again. 
The most sedi­ 
m ent comes out of the American river at (he 
extreme flood, at the first of the flood. 
Ths 
bar th at river forms changes—it is lower 
down now than last season. 
[H ire witness 
was shown sand from Captain Hodgdoc’s 
place, and recognized it as the sand th at is 
carried iu the waters of the river.] 
I have 
not seen as coarse sand as the sample shown 
until recent years. 
I knew but little about 
the American river in 1849, 


THE OLD PRISON BBIC 
W as moored about o p p » ite I street, near 
where the bridge is now. 
[Here witness was 
shown an old map of Sacramento city, and 
asked to point out Sutter lake, which he did, 
showing the portions th at had been filled up 
since the map was made.] The river sloughs 
have a tendency to relieve the rivers in times 
of high flood". 
Through some of them the 
water returns again into the river. 
The 
water of the river fall faster than that 
io the sloughs, thus enabling the sloughs 
to discharge—first, tho sloughs relieve the 
river, 
and then 
the river 
reliea'es the 
sloughs. 
The high w ater spreads the shoals 
and bars. 
The water at the city front in 
early lime3 was cn au average 24 feet deep. 
The banks were high and abrupt. 
The banks 
were from 18 to 20 feet in bight above low- 
water mark. 
“ Lum py” river is where wa 
havo shifting and moving sand shoals. 
The 
Ohrvsopolis was caught on one of those after 
1865, and the pilot came near losing his iife 
by being thrown over the wheel. 
Tho Bhock 
was so severe that passengers were thrown 
down in the cabin. 
The month of the Sacra­ 
mento io at Collinsville. 
The San Joaquin 
and Sacramento rivers come together a t th at 
place. 
Georgiana slough, however, connects 
them above th at point. 
I t don’t take so 
much water nowadays to make an overflow 
as formerly. 
Tho curront of the American 
as it emptied into the Sacramento before the 
Sacramento became so filled in was very 
strong and wild, and during high water it 
was a serious impediment to navigation, it 
coming ¡.a it did so near the draw in the 
bridge. 
I have known vessels to lay up for 
several hours waiting for it to subside. 
The 
4th cf February last the extra commotion in 
the water of the Sacramento was occasioned 
by an extra raise coming out of the A m eri­ 
can river. 
I t was more surging, as I de­ 
scribed. 
The piers of the bridge occasioned 
trouble in the water, too, near the boat­ 
house. 
lo 1S75 they had 


TROUBLE IN TIIE DRAW 
Of the bridge. 
There were steamers that 
couldn’t get through the draw w ithout taking 
out their coal, but which, when they got 
through, could go up as high as Colusa. They 
were stcru-wheel steamers. 
I remember one 
in particular. 
She drew more w ater than 
mo.-t that went up stream. 
The draw now is 
about 100 feet wide. 
The trouble was in the 
east draw ; the other one was closed up. The 
old draw was 80 feet. 
N early all commerce 
on the Sacramento river now is carriel on by 
steamers and barges. 
Our largest barge 
would at this stage of water fijat 1,000 toos 
at four feet ilraf-, ai/d light sho will draw 
about eleven iachcs. 
She is heavier than 
most i f them. 
There was very little barging 
done till after 1855-56, and then mostly on 
the upper Sacramento. 
None were in gen­ 
era! use cn the lower river th at early. Barge- 
carrying on the upper Sacramento increased 
as 
wheat-growing 
up country increase J. 
Wood, hops, broom-corn, live stock, produce, 
etc., come on the down-river boats. 
Consid­ 
erable of the products of the upper country 
come now by rail. 
The largest amount of 
wheat we carried down the river in one sea­ 
son was 60,000 tons. 
N ot a large am ount of 
fruit is shipped down tho Sacramento. 
I t 
has not exceeded 50 to 100 tons in any one 
year. 
A t one time our Bteamers and barges 
exceed d thirty. 
They are much diminished 
now. 
We had as high as six steamers, each 
with 3 barge, running on the upper river for 
wheat at one time. 


RIVER FREIGHTS 
Are raueh cheaper than by rail. 
Others have 
steamers on ths river bseide the railroad. 
The Sacramento Wood Company Í3 the most 
prominent among th?m. 
They hare from 
six to nine barges. 
M illar & Eaton’s line 
also move ranch w h eat; it is called. I believe, 
the California Transportation Com pany; I 
thick that is it. 
The up freights from San 
Francisco, by river steamers and barges, are 
general merchandise, lumber, and things gen­ 
erally consumed in Sacramento city and 
vicinity, but not now for the consumption of 
northern California. 
On the Chrysopolis 
my cargoes averaged—1 remember a t one 
period of 6vo months—590 toES a trip. 
T hat 
would be ia the fall and spring. 
Business is 
now more evenly distributed. 
A good deal 
of wool comes down river, but not so much as 
before the railroad was completed. 
I am in­ 
tim ate with ail larga prsin-buyers and deal­ 
ers. and many small farmers aud growers. 
I 
make it a point to ascertain the amount ws 
expect to come down in a season. 
I almost 
entirely regulate the freights for such on ths 


river. 
I don’t know every acre th at raises 
grain, hut I know all the main shippirg points 
and wheat-raising vicinities. 
W e take w heat 
anywhere along the bank. 
The movem ent 
begins about the middle of Ju ly and extends 
up to November. 
The bulk of the movement 
of wheat is in the low stage of water iu the 
Sacramento river. 
The most wheat onr 
boats moved in one year was over 80.000 ton3. 
In 1880 I think we moved less than 6C.OCO. 
From 1872 we have moved probably from 
half to two-thirds of tho wheat. 
W e average 
fifteen sacks to the ton, 
Think the Sacra­ 
mento W ood Company moves from 2,500 to 
4.000 cords of wood per year, but there are 
other wood companies. 
Live stock is some­ 
times moved in barges, but not so frequently. 
Onrn and wool are light compared to our 
wheat shipments. 
From Sacramento down 
to San Francisco the local c ■m-reree is m ostly 
vegetables and fruits. 
Outside of w hat we 
carry there is a 


DAILY LINE OF STEAMERS 
For fruit running in the season from just be­ 
low Clarksburg, and sometimes above there. 
Clarksburg, by riv^r, is eighteen miles below 
(sacramento. 
They began to plant orchards 
along the banks of the Sacramento river 
early. 
They were thero when I began to run 
ou the Chrysopolis. 
From Hollister’s down 
to W alnut I should say orchards cover more 
than one-third of the frontage—a distance of 
ten steamboat miles—(actual survey shortens 
steamboat miles). 
From Hollister’s to Sacra­ 
mento there are orchards, hut not so continu­ 
ously. 
There are a good many orchards ou 
Grand Island and th at vicinity. 
Trees have 
been killed by the sipoge water standing 
around their roots. 
The levees hold tha 
water up higher since tho filling up of the 
channel, and make the sipage water. 
1 gen­ 
erally, while Captain, a t points above Rio 
Vista, was either in the pilot-house or on the 
hurricane deck, and could sec over the coun­ 
try. 
Sherman Island is nearly covered now. 
T hat island is much smaller than wfceu I first 
knew it. 
The Pocket, I understand, is the 
bend in the river between the Riverside and 
Freeport. 
The tule water goes down about 
the same time each year on the west side, but 
th at on the east side does not go out so 
early. 
The drainage on the east side has 
been interfered w ith by several obstructions; 
one being tho railroad bed of the old line 
from Freeport to Brighton. 


A fte rn o o n S essio n . 
Cross examination of Captain Foster—(To 
Mr. Catlin)—I have here a statem ent of the 
freight we carried during the year 1S80.

The next steamer that went to Patterson's, 
was the steamer Gem. 


TIIE GEM 
W ent out on several trips to the Patterson 
landing, and on her ia-t trip was grounded 
near Agricultural Park.

ANOTHER SHOT AT THE ASSASSIN. 
Another attempt has been made to assas­ 
sinate the assassin, and again it has failed, 
and the perpetrator is in custody. There 
is nothing astonishing in the fact that he 
should be shot at, for notwithstanding all 
that can be said of his rights before the law, 
and of the necessity of regarding him pre­ 
cisely as a common murderer would be re­ 
garded, it is quite impossible that any 
snoh philosophical view of his position 
should be taken by everybody, and perfectly 
certain that a great many people will re­ 
fuse to take any kind of a philosophical 
position, but will insist on regarding him 
as a monster of crime, and deserving of a 
dog’e death. Of course it ¡3 the more 
necessary that he should be guarded 
effectively, and it may easily be believed 
that the authorities supposed him to be 
safe within an iron-lined box. But the 
iron lining of the box has proved to be in­ 
capable of keeping out a bullet of very 
moderate caliber, and by this last 
attempt he came nearer death than at 
any former time. 
It is a pity that 
these lawless attempts should be made, 
though it is impossible to feel any sym­ 
pathy with or compassion for the subject 
of them. And it mu3t be understood that 
the country is in this matter suffering for 
past transgressions, for it cannot be doubted 
that a prevalent distrust of the law has 
arisen through the many disgraceful and 
outrageous failures of justice which have 
occurred of late years. It is this donbt of 
the issue of the trial which prompts men 
to resort to swifter if not more certain 
methods of punishment. 
No donbt it 
would be unfortunate if Gniteau should be 
killed while on trial, but such an ending 
to his case would assuredly not discredit 
American justice half as much as a failure 
to convict him of murder in the first de­ 
gree. It was very wrong for Jones, if that 
be his name, to have fired at the assassin ; 
but since he did so, we are sorry that his 
aim was not better, and we are not at all 
glad to learn that he has been arrested. 
Perhaps these are lawless sentiments, hut 
we shall never pretend to be ashamed of 
any sentiments the tendency of which is 
to exterminate, by whatever methods, such 
men as this. 
BECKMAN VS. SKAG3S. 
On the ISth of last March the R eco rd - 
U nion published an article reviewing Judge 
Denson’s decision in the case of Beckman vs. 
Skaggs, in which issue was taken with the 
Conrt. The suit was one to recover for 
moneys expended for taxes upon certain 
property which had been mortgaged under 
the old Constitution, with the express pro­ 
vision that all charges upon the estate in 
the way of taxes should be paid by the 
mortgagor. Judge Denson ruled that un­ 
der tho new Constitution this stipulation 
did not hold good, though he did not ig­ 
nore the provision of the United States 
Constitution which prohibits the impair­ 
ment of the obligations of contracts. This 
journal in the article referred to pointed 
out the fallacy of the Court's position, 
and observed that notwithstanding all he 
had said the Judg9 had, as a matter of 
fact, so construed the new Constitution 
as to give it a retroactive force. 
The case was appealed to the Supreme 
Court, and on Saturday the decision of 
that Court was filed, reversing the ruling 
of the Superior Court. The Supreme Court 
says : “ The agreement to pay the whole 
** taxes was valid when made, and so to 
“ construe the provision of the Constitution 
“ as that the agreement may not be 
“ enforced according to its terms, would be 
“ to impair the obligation of the contract. 
*‘* * Section 5 of Article XHL of the 
“ present State Constitution applies to 
"contracts made afltr its adoption.” This 
is a very important decision, for it settles 
the status of all n-ortgages made under 
the old Constitution, and it settles them 
in accordance with a strictly rational inter­ 
pretation of the law. Had Judge Denson’s 
construction been sustained it would have 
had zno3t n.ischit vous consequences, as we 
pointed out at the time it was rendered, 
bnt it was so plainly and unmistakably in 
contravention of the United States Consti­ 
tution that no appellate Court could have 
been expected to sustain it. 


t h e t h e o r y of 
t h e 
pr o se c u t io n, 
It is now evident thatTtbe prosecution in 
the Gniteau case intends to proceed upon 
the theory that the assassination of Presi­ 
dent Garfield was an act of private re­ 
venge, and not the result of an insane 
delusion, and the documentary evidence 
which the Government has already brought 
forward furnishes a very strong founda­ 
tion for this hypothesis. It shows Guiteau 
in the position of a disappointed and em­ 
bittered office-seeker, and it also makes 
ont a perfectly clear and coherent history 
of his crime. We begin with his attempt 
to thrust himself upon the managers of 
General Garfield’s campaign, and we can 
see in his conduct at this point nothing 
more than what would be natural to a 
particularly conceited and therefore spe 
cially presumptuous man. He thought he 
canid help Garfield materially. He wrote 
a speech, which he seems to have deliv­ 
ered on one occasion only. But he never' 
theless was impressed with the belief 
that he had actively influenced the 
outcome 
of 
the 
Presidential 
elec­ 
tion, 
and 
so 
believing 
he as 
naturally concluded that he was entitled to 
a considerable reward. Perhaps it is im­ 
possible for those who have had no personal 
experience of the greed and impudence of 
a large element of chronic office-seekers to 
estimate correctly the conduct of this man, 
but Secretary Blaine showed by his evi­ 
dence last week that he had long been 
familiar with quite as striking instances of 
presumption as Gniteau’s afforded. The 
latter thought he was entitled to either a 
foreign mission or a Consulship. The fact 
that there was no comparison possible Be 
tween his demands and his deserts cannot 
be regarded as indicative of mental un­ 
soundness, for nothing is commoner than 
just this kind of self-delusion. Guiteau in 
fact is merely a type of a very well known 
class in politics, and no veteran politician 
could have been surprised at his assurance 
in asking for a foreign mission. 
In his frequent applications to Blaine he 
presently received a very decided check. 
The Secretary told him plainly that he 
could not hope to get either of the offices 
he was asking for, and intimated that he 
had better take this statement as final, and 
cease to annoy the Government. Upon 
this Gniteau wrote to Garfield recommend­ 
ing the dismissal of Blaine, who, he said, 
was not a friend to the President— 
evidently because Blaine would not recog­ 
nize the importance to the Administration 
of placating so considerable a personage as 
Gniteau. The President, however, proved 
as obdurate as Blaine had been, and when 
Guiteau slowly realized that his high hopes 
were all dashed, and that the Government 
did not intend to reward him at all, he 
turned to thoughts of revenge, and doubt­ 
less first conceived tho atrocious deed 
which he soon afterward perpetrated with 
so revolting a deliberation. The pretense 
set up by him subsequently, that he felt 
himself called upon by God to do this deed, 
was evidently an afterthought, for it does 
not consist with his other explanations at 
all. It seems probable that he really 
thought the removal of Garfield and the 
accession of Arthur to the Presidency 
would solve the problem of his personal 
reward. He had seen with what ferocity 
the contest between the “ Stalwarts” and 
“ Half-Breeds” was carried on in the press, 
and he had derived from the fierceness of 
the quarrel a belief that whoever assisted 
the “ Stalwarts” to power would be sure 
of their gratitude and protection. 
Nor, though this may be characterized 
as an extravagant idea, was it an insane 
one. Guiteau bad been a lawyer, and he 
had lived at Washington. He therefore 
must have seen how frequently justice is 
defeated in the Courts, and how often 
political influence secures criminals from 
punishment. And It is to be observed 
that from first to last he is controlled by 
purely selfish motives. There is in him 
nothing of the religious fanatic. He is not 
a second Felton. He Í3 simply a grossly 
egotistic and morally callous man, who 
calculates all his chances with an almost 
single eye to his own interests. Blaine 
and Garfield had refused him office. 
Therefore he tries to get Blaine turned out 
of the Cabinet, and he murders the Presi­ 
dent. There is no insane delusion in all 
this. There may be evidence of weakness 
of mind, but not more than could be dem­ 
onstrated in the cases of hundreds of 
thousands of men who are at large. It 
must further be realize'd that from Gui- 
teau’s point of view there was no difference 
of status between himself and the Presi­ 
dent, or rather it may be said that he 
regarded the Preside.it as his inferior. 
For him Guiteau has always been the fore­ 
most figure in the universe, and this con­ 
tinues to be the case. He consequently 
had no qualms about what he was going 
to do. He thought he was merely remov­ 
ing an obstacle from his path, and that as 
he was at the same time helping the 
“ Stalwarts,” they would be obliged to 
stand by him and see him clear. 
This view he still retains, as Í3 shown by 
his recent appeal to the “ Stalwarts” and 
his cool reminder that he has put numbers 
of them in the way of political preferment. 
In fact the whole story hangs together 
wonderfully. There is no room in it for 
the idea that God commanded him to com­ 
mit the murder. That stands out plainly 
as an addition to his pleas derived from 
his pettifogging experience. It was clearly 
for revenge that he killed the President, 
and against this theory the ineanity theory 
will fail to be substantiated. There is in­ 
deed only one real peculiarity about Gni- 
teau’s character, and that is his extreme 
egotism. 
To this is attributable the 
brutal callousness of his demeanor, his 
continued insolence, his inability to realize 
the detestation in which he is held, his 
persistent belief that the “ Stalwarts” 
will after all be compelled to rally round 
him and preserve him from the fate he has 
deserved. All the peculiarities of his con­ 
duct can be traced to this master vice of 
temperament. But it is a vice, and not 
a madness. The man is as sane as millions, 
in fact, and he is thoroughly responsible 
for all that he has done. The fact that 
he is of a very bad type only suggests 
the more forcibly the wisdom and the jus­ 
tice of hanging him as effectually and 
speedily as possible. 
• 


IS THE TIDE TURNING? 
There are certain indications that the 
political tide at Washington may be turn­ 
ing. When President Arthur went into 
office the Grant faction Beems to have 
jumped to the conclusion that his adminis­ 
tration would be nothing if not “ stal- 
“ w art;” and it must be admitted that 
the Garfield faction entertained very much 
the same opinion. But by little and little 
it bas been suggested rather than demon­ 
strated that President Arthur intends to 
be a very different man from Vice-Presi­ 
dent Arthur, and that wit a power respon­ 
sibility has come to him. 
The latest 
report concerning his tendencies is to the 
effect that he ha i declared his intention 
to pnt the principles of civil service 
leform in operatioa practically, and that 


he will remove no office-holder with­ 
out cause, or merely to make a place 
for another. If indeed he means to adopi 
and stand by that principle, he may be 
sure of the cordial support and approval of 
the best elements in the country. But also 
if he does he must lay his account with 
being deserted and denounced by the Grant 
faction, all of whom entertain the most 
nndisguised and hearty contempt and 
hatred for civil service reform, and all cf 
whom believe most profoundly in the virtues 
and excellencies of the spoils system. And 
since there is no foe so bitter as an estranged 
friend, it must be expected that if the 
“ stalwarts ” turn against President Arthur 
they will be fierce and implacable enemies. 
If he can stand such opposition, however, 
there is nothing possible for him to do 
which will repay him half so well as this. 
THE LONDON ROBBERY. 
The London robbery of the registered 
letter bag3 was evidently planned with 
great care and deliberation. The robbers 
had clearly found out that certain ship­ 
ments of diamonds of great value were to 
be made on this day and by this mail, and 
it seems probable that they may have had 
accomplices in the Postoffice. The plun­ 
der they have obtained is of a kind very 
haid to trace, moreover, and so the proba­ 
bility is that the police will fail to recover 
it, even if they should succeed in tracking 
out tho thieves. In this country the de­ 
tectives would offer to compromise on the 
return of a part of the stolen goods, but 
that kind of bargain is looked upon with 
disfavor in Europe, and so the chances are 
that the whole of the property will be 
lost. 


SAN FRANCISCO.

Res­ 
olutions were adopted opposing the payment 
of rents either in Ireland or America, and 
speeches were made by several in advocacy 
of the resolutions. Among those present 
were several prominent Socialists of the city. 
While strong anti-rent addresses were being 
made the owner of the hall made his appear­ 
ance and claimed his rental.- The sum re­ 
quired was paid, but the meeting adopted a 
resolution to pay no more rents in future.

Farallone Islands; Joseph Cardello, the 
owner of the boat; and Antone Berzig, Gia­ 
tano Ponelli and Vincent Valenciano, the 
fishing crew. Cardello and Partlow were old 
friends, a 12-year-old son of the former hav­ 
ing been on the island with the latter for some 
time. 
Yesterday morning, at the House of the 
Sisterhood of the Holy Family, on Hayes 
street, two ladies made profession of the 
religions life for the period of one year. The 
rules of the Order are that those who desire 
admission to its ranks shall serve a noviate of 
two years ; that then, if satisfied to continue 
the life, they shall be placed upon probation 
for five years longer, taking vows fur twelve 
months each year until the prescribed lime 
shall have elapsed.

In the Probate Department of the Superior 
Court this morning letters of administration 
were granted to the Public Administrator in 
the case of the estate of Margaret McIntyre. 
It appeared, during the hearing of the case, 
that Mrs McIntyre kept a boarding-house in 
Storey county, Nevada, and had managed, by 
loaning money and by frugality, to accumu­ 
late about 53C.OCO in cash, of which §31,325 
were on deposit ia this city in different banks, 
the remainder being on deposit in Sacra­ 
mento. After the death of Mrs. McIntyre 
an examination of her effects discovered bank 
books, certificates of deposit aggregating 
§12,000, and bonds and stocks scattered about 
carelessly in trunks and other places. No will 
was fonnd, and the only relatives of the de­ 
eased now living are residents of Amboy, 
New Jersey.

FOREIGN. 
The Great D iam ond Robbery. 
L ondon, November 26:h.—The great dia­ 
mond robbery at Hatton Garden Postoffice 
has filled the diamond merchants and jewel­ 
ers with consternation. It is now seen that 
they have to reckon with foes more dangerous 
than tho old-fashioned burglar armed with 
his crowbar and jimmy. London jewelers 
keep an enormous amount of property in their 
shop?, and only one or two superannuated 
watchmen are about the place. Sixteen years 
ago they were startled by a great robbery at 
Walker’s, on .Cornhill, where £6,000 worth of 
watches were carried off right under the noses 
of the city police by a gang that had the 
shop under surveillance for two months. 
Of course there was a woman in it, 
and she “ gave it away,” otherwise 
the thieves would have gone scot free. Citi­ 
zens and others formed a mutual protection 
society, and for a while the jewelers’ shops 
looked at night like some garrison towns ; 
but this vigilance did nothing. The Hatton 
Garden affair has led to a great cry against 
leaving the Postoffices in charge of girls, but 
the plan of the robbers was so well laid out 
that it must have succeeded.^ 
A man here has a Capo Diamond almost as 
large as the Koh-i-noor. It has been on ex­ 
hibition in a Bond-street window, but the 
owner prudently withdrew it after the Hat­ 
ton Garden robbery, and it is said that to he 
absolutely safe he ha3 left the country.

D u b lin , November 20th.—A man named 
Derwin has been murdered, both arms and 
o d 6 leg being broken. Derwin wa3 assaulted 
by two men while on hi? way home Satur­ 
day. He escaped, and lodged information at 
the local police station.

Before starting, 
however, he expressed a fear that he would 
again be attacked. His body was found in a 
ditch to-day near Carrick na Outer. Two 
men have been arrested.

C. B. Jones, Principal of the High 
School of Los Angeles, for 88 copies, to be 
used B3 text-booka by the scholars in that 
school, which have been forwarded. 
Pro­ 
fessor Norton, of the State Normal School, 
has been furnished, upon application, with 
150 copies for use in th at institution. 
The

D ra in a g e C a n a l C a se .—The case of John 
G. Davis and John H . Roberts against the 
city of Sacramento, was beard by the Su­ 
preme Court on Saturday, J . W . Armstrong, 
counsel for appeUants, and W . A. Anderson 
and Grove L. Johnson representing the city. 
Thfs is the action brought by Davis and 
Roberts in the Superior Court ot this county 
some months since, seeking to have the Sac­ 
ramento Drainage Canal declared a nuisance. 
Judgm ent was rendered against the plaintiffs 
in the C ourt below, when they appealed to 
the Supreme Court. 
The case was argued 
and submitted. 
Counsel for the city pre­ 
sented and relied upon these points among 
others : T hat the construction of the canal 
was fully authorized by the Legislature, and 
being constructed in accordance with such 
authority, and for public uses,_ the legislative 
license operates as a complete imm unity from 
any action of this nature, and th at nothing 
done or m aintained n n le r the express author­ 
ity of a statute can be deemed a nuisance. 
Further, th at the alleged cause of complaint 
being part of a system of reclamation, and 
the land which it is claimed has been injured 
being swamp and ovettlswed land, the appel­ 
lants are bound by the acts of the Legislature 
providing for its reclamation.

A decision was filed by the Supreme Court 
on Saturday in tho case of Beckman vs. 
Skaggs, which is of more than ordinary inter­ 
est and importance, and which is given below 
iu full. 
The case in the Court below was as 
follows: In 1878 E. M. Skaggs gave his note 
for 810,000, secured by mortgage upon prop­ 
erty in this city. 
The mortgage contained 
clause providing that if the mortgagor failed 
to pay the taxes upon the property, the mort­ 
gagee might do so, and th at any am ount so 
paid by the latter should be secured by the 
mortgage for repaym ent to the mortgagee, 
The mortgage, it will be observed, was 
given while the old Constitution was in force. 
In 1SS0 
the mortgage, under the 
new 
Constitution, was assessed to the holder 
thereof for the full value, 810,000, and the 
real estate was assessed to the mortgagor for 
its value, less the amount of the mortgage. 
Beckman, holding the mortgage, paid the 
tax assessed upon it, and also th a t assessed 
against the real estate, as the mortgagor 
failed to do so. 
The note not being paid 
when due, Beckman brought suit in the Su­ 
perior Court to foreclose, and asked judg­ 
ment for repaym ent of the money he had 
paid upon the land and mortgage, in accord­ 
ance with the clause in the mortgage deed 
ahove referred to. 
The defendant conceded 
the right of plaintiff to recover for the taxes 
paid upon the residuary part of the real 
estate above the mortgage, but claimed that 
under the new Constitution he, defendant, 
was released from paying taxes upon the 
mortgage, or so much of the real estate as 
was represented by it, and judgment was ren­ 
dered in accordance with his view. 
The case 
having been appealed by plaintiff to the Su­ 
preme Court, the decision below is overruled 
in the' following language: 
“ The mortgage sought to be foreclosed, 
and which was executed before the adoption 
of the present Constitution, contains the fol­ 
lowing covenant: ‘And it is hereby agreed 
th at it shall be lawful for the said mortgagee, 
or his successor or assigns, to pay at m aturity 
all taxes, lien3 or other incumbrances now 
subsisting or hereafter to be laid or imposed 
upon said lot of laEd and premises, and 
which may bo in effect a charge thereupon. 
* * * And that the said mortgagor will, 
on demand, repay to the mortgagee, in gold 
coin, all sums which may have been paid by 
the mortgagee to discharge any tax, assess­ 
m ent or other lien on said premises * 
* * 
and that this mortgage shall stand as secur­ 
ity for the repayment to the mortgagee for 
all sums which he shall have paid for any of 
the purposes aforesaid.’ The defendant hav­ 
ing failed to pay the State and county tax 
upon the mortgage for 1880, plaiutiff paid 
the same, and the Court below refused to 
award plaintiff the sum thus paid. 
. “ In the year 1880 the mortgage, for the pur­ 
pose of taxation, was an interest iu the land, 
the tax upon which defendant had agreed to 
pay (Constitution, Article X III., Section 4). 
The covenant was th at defendant should pay 
the tax upon the full value of the land. 
U n­ 
der the present Constitution he is assessed 
only for the value of the land less the amount 
of the mortgage debt. The agreement to pay 
the whole tax wss valid when made, and so 
to construe the provision of the Constitution 
as th at the agreement may not be enforced 
according to its terms would be to impair the 
obligation cf tbe contract (Constitution of the 
U nited States, Article I.. Section 10). 
Sec­ 
tion 5 of Article X III. of the present State 
Constitution applies to contracts made after 
its adoption. 
“ Cause remanded, w ith direction to mod­ 
ify the deciee in accordance w ith the viewB 
herein expressed.” 


A N ew E stablishment.—A rrangements 
have been perfected for starting a large fruit- 
packing (canning) establishm ent in this city, 
to be located on F ront street, near the rail­ 
road and steam boat depots. 
Experienced 
men in the business from San Francirco will 
form part of the firm, but money will be 
furnished by a member aud a capitalist iu 
ttiis city. 
W ork upon tbe building and prep­ 
arations will be commenced the first of the 
coming January, and will be completed in 
time for the early fruits of r.ext season. 
The 
establishment will furnish employment for 
from 150 to 300 boys and girls during several 
months of the year. 
The project may be re­ 
garded as a fixed fact, and will make this a 
far'more prominent fruit m arket than in the 
past. 
Sacramento is a central point to a vast 
fruit region, but heretofore any supplies over 
shipments E ast and sales for immediate use 
bad to be sent to commission merchants at 
other points. 
W ith facilities for handling all 
th at may be shipped to this city, and the ad­ 
vantage in time, being about a day nearer the 
Eastern markets than is San Francisco, and 
with ample facilities for canning whenever 
more profitable or necessary, Sacramento will 
become, by reason of its position, the leading 
fruit m arket for a large portion of the State. 
I t is also predicted by those acquainted with 
the canning business that, by reason of the 
various varieties of fruit being less infected 
and injured by insect pests in this locality, 
and thus far more preferable for putting up, 
still other canneries will bo erected in this 
city at an early day. 


T he V eterans’ H ome.—Sumner P obí, No. 
3, Grand A rm y of the Republic, have voted 
8100 from its funds to aid in establishing the 
proposed Home for ex-3oldiers and sailors. A 
joint committee meeting was held on Satur­ 
day evening a t W hittier, Fuller & Co.’s, 
on Second street, to consider the subject ef 
raising further funds for the same object. 
There were present from Sumner Post—O. P. 
Dodge, L. Tozer, J . D. K ent, C. E. Adams, 
H. A. B urnett. J . F . Sheehan, H . Bennett 
aud J .

GUITEAU’S 
TRIAL. 


Saturday’s Proceedings in the As­ 
sassin’s Case. 


ATTEMPT TO KELL THE PSISOHEE.

W ashington, November 19th.—T ie crowd 
about the Court-house this morning was far 
greater than on RI17 former day. It was with 
the greatest difficult that those whose pres­ 
ence was needed in lira Court-room could gain 
admission. To avoid the otherwise inevitable 
scramble, it had been found necessary to is­ 
sue tickets of admission, and only the ticket- 
holders were permitted to enter. A t 9:40 A. 
M. the doors were opened, and in a few min­ 
utes every seat was occupied. The large pro­ 
portion of the spectators were ladies. 
Gui- 
teau arrived at 9 o’clock, and, without any 
particular demonstration on the part of the 
crowd, was taken at once to the prisoners’ 
room, where he ate breakfast and ex­ 
pressed himself 
»3 
weU 
satisfied with 
the progress of hi3 case. 
Scoville was 
questioned in relation to Guiceau’s alleged 
“ new counsel,” Judge llagruder, of Mary­ 
land, and said that he was Lot aware of any 
tender of services from Judge Magruder. He 
had received several offers from lawyers, 
strangers to him, and feared that he might 
make a great mistake by taking, at this late 
stage of the trial, counsel unknown to him. 
He is proceeding alone, and dees not expect 
any other assistance than llobinson’s. 
THE PRESIDENT'S VEKTEBBA. 
Several witnesses were examined, among 
whom were Colonel A. S. Rockwell, General 
D. G. Swaim, Dr. D. W. Bliss and others. 
The doctor explained minutely the character 
of the wtund, using the upper portion of a 
wire bkeleton for the purposes of illustration, 
and detailed at great length the progress and 
symptoms of the case. Pending the arrival 
of the fractured vertebra, which the District 
Attorney announced had been sent for, the wit­ 
ness was subjected to a lengthy cross-examin­ 
ation, the supposed object being to lay the 
foundation for the theory of malpractice 
which Guiteau insists must be made the 
foundation-stono of his defense. 
Quite the 
sensation of the trial was produced when the 
District Attorney suddenly drew from a 
pasteboard box spin his table a section of 
human backbone, and holding it up. in­ 
quired, “ Do you recognize this, doctor?” 
The audience hung breathless upou bis 
answer, as the witness in measured tones, 
replied, " I do; it is a portion of the verte­ 
bra: of the late President, Jhmes A. Gar­ 
field.” 
After the vertebra bad been returned to 
the District Attorney’s table Scoville reached 
over and requested au opportunity of exam­ 
ining it. 
It was handed to him, and Gaiteau, 
who sits immediately on his right, examined 
it closely es Scoville turned it over from side 
to side. He made no move to touch it, how­ 
ever, and gave not the slightest indication of 
any feeling other than^hat of casual curi­ 
osity. 
Dr. Bliss was examined at some length, 
and at the conclusion of hia evidence Gui- 
teaa attempted to say something, when the 
District Attorney, bowing wbh mock grav­ 
ity, continued : “ If Mr. Guiteau will per­ 
mit, your Honor, I will move that we ad­ 
journ.” 
Guiteau appeared to relish the 
pleasantry, and, nodding, replied : “ Oh, cer­ 
tainly ; you shall have a full chance.” 
The Court then adjourned. 
THE PBISONEB SHOT. 
When the van in which Guiteau was rid­ 
ing from the Court-room back to the jail 
had reached the vicinity of the Capitol this 
afternoon, a man riding on horseback came 
up and fired two Bhots, and then rode rap­ 
idly away in the direction of the Navy Yard. 
A young man who witnessed the shots fired 
at the prison van as it passed through thq 
grounds en route from the City Hall to the 
jail, sayB that the person who did the shoot­ 
ing was a middle-aged man, well dressed, 
and mounted on a remarkably fine white 
horse. Immediately after firing the shots 
the horse was started on a run, and although 
the guards stood on the rear steps of the van 
with pistols in their hands, trying to cover 
the man who did the Ehooting, he made his 
escape without any difficulty. ^ As he passed 
by the young man, he remarked : “ I have 
shot the wretch Guiteau.” 
The driver of the prison van gives the fol­ 
lowing account of the attempt to shoot Gui­ 
teau : Upon the adjournment of the Court 
the van started as usual for the jail, having 
one policeman as a guard, who sat on the seat 
with the driver. Before reaching the Capitol 
the guard notice a young man on horseback 
riding leisurely behind the van. Near the 
corner of East Capital and First streein the 
horsemen rodo directly up to the lear of the 
vce, and hastily 
LOOKED THE0ÜGH THE SJIAI-L GBATING. 
Guiteau was aloné in the vsd, and was seated 
on the right-hand side, t’r.e seats running 
lengthwise of the van. After evidently sat­ 
isfying himself of the location of the prisoner, 
the horseman wheeled suddenly to the left of 
the van and fired directly through it. He 
then dashed to the front of the van and 
pointed his pistol at the driver, with the 
evident intention of intimidating him or of 
stopping the van. The driver was somewhat 
excited, and in response to the icquiry of a 
reporter, said that perhaps he “ intended to 
stop the van by ehooting one of the hoises.” 
Seeing an army policeman by the side of the 
driver, he exclaimed, “ I ’ve shot the — — 
------------!” and then putting spurs to his 
horse, he dashed down East Capital street in 
the direction cf the Congressional Cemetery. 
The policeman fired one shot at the fast-dis­ 
appearing horseman, end the driver of the 
van whipped up his horses into a gallop and 
kept in sight of him for several blocks. The 
woúld-be avenger was, h owever, mounted on 
a blood horse, and rapidly escaped into the 
country. lie was described as a smooth-faced 
man, about twenty-five years of age aud of 
dashing appearance. He had on a dark 
brown Euit, 
THE TAN THEN PROCEEDED TO THE JAIL 
And Guiteau was taken out in a state of 
great excitement. He exclaimed : “ I have 
been shot. Notify Major Brock at once. 
Tell him to nrt-est the scoundrel at once, and 
have him dealt with as he deserves.” Cn ex­ 
amination it was found that the ball had just 
grazed Guiteau’s left wrist, ir.dieting a mere 
scratch. The ball struck the opposite side of 
the van and fell on the ti >or, where it was 
found on reaching the jail. The announce­ 
ment of the attempt on the life of Guiteau 
created intense excitement on the streets, and 
all sorts of rumors were at once in circula­ 
tion. The would-be killer was seen about the 
Court-house this afternoon, and attempted to 
gain admission during the day, but failed. 
He was aBo seen to mount his horse soon 
after the van left, and ride leisurely after it. 
I t was rumored he hailed from Illinois, but 
there seems to ha no foundation for the re­ 
port. 
It was whispered in the crowd outride 
the Ccurt-house, just previous to adjourn­ 
ment, that to-day would be the last day of 
the trial. A remark was also heard in the 
crowd that if anyone wanted to see Guiteau 
they had better do so to day. This would 
lead to the belief that more than one person 
was aware that the attempt would be mads. 
THE WOOL!) BE AVENGER CATTCEED. 
W ashington, November 19;h.—I t seems 
the man who fired the shot has been taken. 
A mounted policeman gavs chase, which con­ 
tinued beyond the District line, and several 
shots were tired during its progress. The man 
finally disappeared in the woods. The officer 
then laid in wait for his man, and he soon re­ 
appeared. 
A3 he rode into the yard of a 
farm-house he was overtaken. Here the as­ 
sailant, William Jones byname, was arrested 
and brought back to this city. 
THE MAS WHO EIEF.D AT THE FRISONEK. 
C hicago, November 20th—The Tim s' 
Washington special says: Bill Jones, who 
fired on Guiteau, is a man of about the same 
character. He served a term in prison for an 
unnameablecrim?, and at the end of bis term 
married an old maid owning a farm on the 
Wadensburg pike, thereby securing food and 
whisky. He was very drunk when inter­ 
viewed at midnight. The main charge against 
him will be firing upon the officers who sought 
to arrest him at a saloon back of the Soldiers’ 
Home. 
TILE WRONG MAN. 
W ashington, November 20th.—William 
Jones, arrested ou a charge of firing into the 
prison van in which Guiteau was beitig con­ 
veyed from the Court-house to jail, with in­ 
tent to kill him, was tiken to the Second 
Precinct Police-station about 9 o’clock last 
evening. He was very drunk, and unable to 
say much about the matter. This'morning 
he had become sober enough to appreciate his 
position, and at once took steps to secure 
counsel in the person of E. K. Elliot, who 
will defend him in the Police Court to-mor­ 
row morning. A visitor to the Station-house 
to-diy asked Jon-s 
why ho didn’t kill 
Guituin. 
Jones laughed and said: “ It 
wasn’t I that shot at him. I want to see 
them prove it ” So confident were the au- 
thoritiig last night that the right man had 
been Bseure 1 that no further search was 
made, and it was not till 5 o’clock this after­ 
noon thfct any of the officers on the van w-ere 
sent cut to the Polics-statmn to identify the 
prisoner. 
Police officer Edelin, who wa3 sit­ 
ting cn the van with the driver, and who 


fired at the horseman as he wheeled and fled, 
rode out to the Staticn-houae about 5 o clock. 
After a thorough scrutiny of Jones, and 
some conversation with him, officer Ede-in 
said: “ GentlemeD, this is ro t tne man. 
I should know the man I fired at yesterday 
among a million. I not only fail to identify 
thÍ3 man Jones as ths man, out X could sweir 
that he is not tbc maD.” Officer Edelin then 
specified thepointeof difference between them 
as follows : “ Jones has a light complexion, 
with a hardly perceptible mustache, whereas 
the man who fired at Guiteau was a dark, 
swarthy man, apparently about 45 years old, 
with a very heavy, stumpy, black mustache 
and keen, black eyes. The latter was cool 
and sober, and the manner in which he 
planned and executed bis woik, even though 
he failed, was that of a clear headed, deter­ 
mined man, rather than of a half witted 
crank. Again, the horse was a heavy sorrel, 
with white forelegs, while Jor-.es’ horse has 
not a white fleck upon it.” The authorities 
are pretty well satisfied now, from officer 
Edflin’s statement, that they liave not se­ 
cured the right man. As an interval of an 
hour and a half elapsed between the time 
when the would-be avenger escaped from the 
pursuing van, and the 
time when the 
mounted cfficers firet sighted the eccentric 
Jones, there is room for several theories. 
SUNDAY IN GCITEAU’S PRISON. 
Y /asiiington, November 20th.—Hundreds 
of visitors wero at the District Jail to-day 
Beiigious services were held in the morning 
in the rotunda by representatives of the vari­ 
. oub churches. Guiteiu was the attraction, 
and throughout the day a crowd of anxious 
’ spectators huDg around the gate opening into 
the corridor in which is his cell. Occasion­ 
ally a party wculd oLtain permission ti pass 
through till corridor, and view the prisoners 
in their cells, including Guiteau. The guards 
would engage Guiteau in conversation in ref­ 
erence to ths attempt yesterday to kill him. 
His invariable reply to the allusion ws", 
“ Oh, yes; I am hard to hit. 
People will 
learn after a while that the Lord is with me, 
and will not permit me to ha killed.” The 
flesh wound cauatd by the shot causes ths 
prisoner no inconvenience whatever. He in­ 
sists teat he must have a strong guard of po­ 
licemen to-morrow, to assist the Lord in 
keeping him from danger. This afternoon 
the crowd at the jail was so great that Gui­ 
teau was notified by the Warden that there 
was a large number of persons in the rotunda 
who desired to see bim, and he had better 
step out into the corridor. Guiteau immedi­ 
ately put on h¡3 coat and hat, and, brushing 
himself i ff, appeared in full view of every 
one present. Upon retiring he saluted the 
crowd in military style, smiling in an indif­ 
ferent manner as he did so. The guards say 
he passed a quiet night, talking but little. 
He spends most of his time reading and writ­ 
ing. The guards also say that while ho ap­ 
peals perfectly calm and composed, yet ho is 
greatly disturbed about to-morrow. He is 
not quite satisfied but that the public will use 
violence. Various rumors are in circulation 
regarding the attempt to sboat Guiteau. 
Many beiievo that concerted action has been 
taken to kill him since tha trial begun. The 
military guard is still on duty. No appre­ 
hension is felt by the officers of the jail of any 
further attempts. 
A NEW PHASE IN THE CASE, 
W a s h in g to n , November 20th.—It is new 
evident that the real culprit made good his 
escape, as he had ample time to fio, or that 
Jones, after, as he supposed, having eluded 
his pursuers, concluded to end his ex­ 
ploit with a grand spree; and agaiu, that 
J on< s was an accomplice to the extent of 
loaning hia horse, and that, after receiving 
back the animal on the outskirts of the Dis­ 
trict, and learning what had been done, he 
was just drunk enough to enjoy the sport cf 
being pursued by the police, knowing that he 
could not be held for the real criminal. This 
new phase of the case creates a stir at the 
police headquarters. Jones is well knowu to 
the police. 
He has been arrested several 
times within the past six years. He is 29 
years old, and owns and operates a wine 
farm upon the Bates road, about three miles 
from the city. He is regarded as a “ trank ” 
by hia neighbors. His chief eccentricity for 
the past two years has been to personate a 
policeman and make arrests, and after mak­ 
ing a show of t iking a person to the station- 
house to release him with a warning not 
to be caught offending again. Recently he 
rode up to a carriage, ju3t entering the 
grounds of the Soldiers’ Home, and compelled 
the driver to halt. The occupants, a gentle­ 
man and. two ladies, protested with much 
severity of manner. Jones called cut, “ This 
thing has been going on long enough. You 
must go with me to the station-house. 
I 
have my orders to arrest you.” Explanations 
being urelees, the party accompanied him to 
the Btatiou-house. Just as they were about 
to alight from the carriage, however, Jones 
laughingly bid them good day, and putting 
spurs to his horse quickly disappeared. 
Shortly afterward he arrested a woman, and 
for this offense was fined. He was never 
known to use or carry a revolver. Those 
who know .1 ones intimately eay he is rather 
a half-witted than a crazy man. llis de­ 
meanor to-day indicates that he rather enjoys 
the notoriety he has secured. 
THE IDENTITY OF GUITEAU’S ASSAILANT. 
W ashington, November 20th.—Perry Car­ 
son (colored), gnardsman at the rear of the 
van, to-night positively identified Jones as the 
horseman who followed the van to East Cap­ 
ital and First streets, where the shooting oc­ 
curred. Carson says that when the van 
reached the Capitol grounds Jones was pretty 
clone behind, and when they reached First 
street he rode past the rear end. 
Almost 
immediately lie heard a pistol fhot, and then 
another, but whether Jonee is the man who 
fired the first shot he cannot say, an from liis 
position cn the van it was impossible to Ete 
what happened near the side or front part. 
The police are impressed to-night that Jones 
is tha man who tired at Guiceau, notwith­ 
standing the statements of officer Edeliu and 
the lack of positive identification on the part 
of guardsman Carson. 
GUITEAU 
INTERVIEWED. 
C hicago, November 20th.—The Times' 
Wash in ton Fpecial says : Guiteau had ebv- 
er-il callers to-day. among them a reporter, 
who had an interview. The assassin was 
asked if he was suffering pain from his wound. 
He replied that he was not. It wiil not pre­ 
vent his appearance in Court to morrow. 
“ Do yon desire the punishment of your 
wcnld-be slayer ?” the reporter asked. 
“ I certainly do,” replied the assassin, “and 
to the full extent of tho law ; not, however, 
out of a spirit of revenge—simply as a warn­ 
ing to other 1 cranks ’ who harbor designs 
against my life.” 
“ Do you stand in dread of any further at­ 
tempts on your life.” 
“ I have no anxiety as to the future. I 
am in no fear. 
The Lord 
and 
the 
Metropolitan police will guard me from all 
hcrin. 
The Lord 
will 
protect me in 
tho future as He has preserved me in the 
past. He is using these people to serve His 
Eirpcse, and hence comes my protection, 
ife and death, yo.i know, are in llis hands, 
and he nevtr, in -the working of His place, 
gives much ref rente to the will of man.” 
“ If tha Lord guards you with such tender 
care, why was it that the attempt on your 
life, Saturday afternoon, threw you into euch 
abject fear 
" I was not thrown into any' fear. The 
report was false and slanderous. When I 
heard th3 Bliot I thought that one of the 
guatd3 had shot himself. Then the horses 
took fright and ran away. Why, they made 
the old van buzz. That, of course, caused 
m- considerable uepidatiou, but I was not 
frip-.-cutd.” 
"W ill you appeal to tho Court for addi­ 
tional protection 5” 
“ I undoubtedly shall, if additional protec­ 
tion is not granted without euch appeal, as I 
am informed it wiil be. 
I want not less than 
six or eight mounted policemen to guard the 
prison van from the jail to the Court iu the 
morning, and from Court back to jail in the 
afternoon. Heretofore mounted policemen 
have only accompanied tho van in the morn- 
iug.” 
“ Do you intend to make an address to the 
Court in the morning ?” 
“ I have no such intention. I don’t intend 
to make any more eet speeches. I wili in 
future get in my workon the sly, by season­ 
able interruptions and interjections.” 
“ Your lawyers aud the Court have some­ 
thing to say on the subject,” suggested the 
reporter. 
“ You can just put it down,” retorted the 
assassin, “ that I ’m not going to be muzzled. 
I do not intend to be murdered by any sug­ 
gestions of my counsel, or by any ruling of 
1 ha Court. I may have to say something to 
the Court in the morning, however,” con­ 
tinued Gaiteau, after a brief meditation. 
“ You see I understand that Mr. Scoville ob­ 
jects to Mr. Robinson’s cross-examination of 
the doctors. Now I want them to be rigidly 
cross-examined.” 
Warden Crocker here interposed an objec­ 
tion. _ He did not think the prisoner should 
enter into any criticism of the conduct of his 
counsel. 
“ I just want to say this,” quickly put in 
the assassin ; “ the doctors must tell their 
story in full. As I said in open Court, I ad­ 
mit the shooting, but deny the killing. Why, 
the doctors killed the President, and I intend 
that they shall share with me the odium of 
his death." 
“ Do you intend to insist on the plea of 
malpractice ?” asked the reporter. 
“ Id o not,” said the assassin. 
“ I solely 
rest my fate on the plea of insanity.” 
“ Do you leaily consider your act an insane 
one?” 
“ I most certainly do. The taking off of 
President Gxifield, from its beginning to its 
end. was an insane act.” 
" You surely do not maintain that you are 
insane at this moment?” 
Here Warden Crocker emphatically put 
his feet down on any further talk about the 
trial. 
Guiteau further said : “ Judge Ambling, of 


Pennsylvania, an old friend of my father's, 
had a long chat with me this morning. He 
will give testimony in my behalf.” 
“ Have your relatives called on you to­ 
day?’ 
“ They have not and I do not expect them. 
My sister and Mr. Scoville called last even­ 
ing, as goon as they heard I was phot. Mrs. 
Scoville was very much troubled.” 
As the reporter left the cell the assassin 
said : “ I ’m glad yon came to see me. 
Come 
again, and tell the public, please, that I am 
in excellent health. I eat well, I sleep well 
and I feel well.” 
_ 
“ He certainly eats well,” said Warden 
Crocker to the reporter as he escorted him to 
the free air. 
“ He eats two breakfasts and 
two dinners daily, at the jail and Court­ 
house respectively.”

known, that I, Charles A. Wetmore, Chief Ex­ 
ecutive Viticulturdl and Health Officer of the Beard 
of State Yiticultural Commissioners, being duly 
authorized aud instructed b}* sail Board, do declare 
the following quarantine rules aud regulations for 
the protection of the viticultura! industries of this 
State, and due notice is hereby given, as provided 
by law, thirty days of publication in two daily news­ 
papers of general circulation, not of the same city or 
county, in this State. All parties concerned therein 
are required to conform thereto, subject to penalties 
provided for by law, for any infraction or evasion of 
sail rules and regulations: 


QVABAYriVE R I LES AND REGULATIONS. 


Rule 1. All cuttings of grapevines made in this 
State for sale, gift or distribution outside the vine­ 
yard, or vineyards, where the same were grown, and 
inteuded for new plantations, shall be made solely 
of the wood of the preceding year’s growth ; all 
older wood to be carefully and thorough!}' removed 
before leading ths vineyard where made, aad to be 
immediately destioycd by fire, if removed from such 
cuttings wherever seized by any duly authorized in­ 
spector for any evasion or infraction of this rule. 
The reason of this rule is that the winter egg of the 
phylloxera vastatrix is, according to the best au­ 
thorities, found ouly on the old wood. 
Rule 2. All cuttings of grapevines, and rooted 
grapevines, imported from any region or country 
outside this State, intended for sale, gift or distribu­ 
tion for plantation in this State, shall be disinfected 
at the place of first consignment within this State 
before being further distributed or planted, the 
method of disinfection to be at the option of the 
owner or agent in charge of the said cuttings or 
vin09, according to any oue of the following methods, 
viz.: 
First—Dissolve sulpho-carbonate of potash in cold 
water; proportions, 10 pounds cf sulpho carbonate, 
to 100 gallons of water; immerse cuttings and rooted 
vines fifteen minutes. 
Second—Di«olve Little’s soluble phenyle by pour­ 
ing upon it cold water iu the proportion of 50 gal­ 
lons of water to one gallon of the phenyle ; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines ten minutes. 
_ 
Third—Take two parts heavy oil of coal tar, two 
parts water and one p irt carbonate of potash, or 
carbonate of soda; put in a cov» red vessel and heat 
gently to boiling point tor one h o u r; replace water 
p>3t by evaporation ; pour into suitable vessels and 
agitate violently; dilute with 50 p u ts of cold wa­ 
ter ; immerse cuttings and rooted viues 10 minutes. 
Fourth—Dissove carbolic acid crystals in water, 
in proportion of one pound of acid to 20 gallons of 
water; immerse cuttings and rooted viues ten min­ 
utes. 
Fifth—Dissolve sulphide of potash in tho propor­ 
tion of one pound to 20 gallons of water ; immerse 
cuttings and rooted vines twenty minutes. 
Sixth—Dilute one part of “ liver of lim9 ” in 20 
parts of water; immerse cuttings and rooted vines 
ten minutes. [N. B.—To make ** liver of lime” take 
one pound quicklime, one pound sulphur, one gal- 
Ion water ; mix ; boil over quick fire to one-half of 
volume ; agitate before using; dilute with 20 parts 
of water to one part of “ liver of lime.”] 
Any other efficacious method may be used, pro­ 
vided due notice is given to this office and the same 
be approved. 
INSPECTORS. 


For the convenience and protection of all inter­ 
ested parties throughout the State there will be 
appointed local resident inspectors, as provided for 
by law, for each section or region where vine-grow- 
ers desire the same, and upon the application of any 
three such neighboring growers, or parties intend­ 
ing during the coming season to plant vines, such 
application to be addressed to this office, and to be ac­ 
companied, whenever practicable, with nominations 
of suitable persons fcr the office of Inspector. The 
other Inspectors required- by law will be appointed 
by this office. 


RECOMMENDATIONS FOR THE FURTHER 
P U d lE C flO X OF VISE YARDS. 
All persons planting new vincya-ds within the 
State arc advised snd strongly urged to consider all 
roots and cuttings suspecte i, regardless of origin, 
and to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby accom­ 
plishing the destruction of all possible germs of in­ 
sect pests upon them, as well as also those of fun­ 
goid disease, which are becoming dangerous in all 
parts of the country. 
. 


CERTIFICATES. 
For the further convenience of vine-growers, cer­ 
tificates shall be issued by any Inspector residing 
near tfce vineyard o! the applicant, or the person in 
charge cf cuttings or rooted vines, setting foith 
that the provisions of Rule 2 have beeu complied 
wi»h, and shall be entitled to charge in each case 
not exceeding 50 cents for such certificates made out 
iu duplicate, one certificate being sufficient to covtr 
any quantity of cuttings or rooted vines in the pos­ 
session of the applicant that may he s«tisfactorily 
shown to the said Inspect' r to have been disinfected. 
Certificates of disinfection shrll likewise be given 
any applicant who desire9 the same, and who shall 
satisfactorily show to the Inspector that cuttings and 
rooted vines, o-her than such asare required to be 
disinfected by Rule ?, have been properly disin­ 
fected in accordance with the recommendations of 
this office. 
• 


INFECTED W RAPPINGS, ETC. 


Rule 3. All packages and the packing materials 
coming into the State with imported cuttings and 
vims (referred to in Ruie 2) shall be disinfected, at 
the time of disinfecting the contents thereof, by im- 
mers:ng in or washing with any of the solutions 
named in Rule 2, provided that the strength of the 
same, iu case of mere washing, shall be increased by 
the* reduction of the w ater in the same to one-fourth 
the relative proportions named ^if not disinfected, 
such packages and packing materials shall be de­ 
stroyed by fire. 
PENA LTIES.

From Insect Pests, namely, insects injurious to fruit 
and fruit trees, authorized and approved by the 
Board of State Yiticultnra!

In pursuance of an Act entitled ‘ An

enlarge the duties and 
powers of the Board of State ^ iticultural Com­ 
missioner, and to authorize the appointment of cer­ 
tain officers, and to protect the interests of Horti­ 
culture and Viticulture," approve. March 4 18M, 
the Chief Executive HorUcultur.il and Health Offi­ 
cer may appoiut local resident Insjieetors in any and

4 Fruit of any kind infested by any insect or in­ 
sects, or the germs thereof, namely, their eggs, 
larvae or pupae, knowm to be injurious to fruit or 
fruit trees, and liable to spread contagion, imported 
or brought into thi9 State from any foreign country, 
or from any of the United States or Territories, is 
hereby prohibited from being offered for sale. gift, 
distribution or transportation. 
5. Fruit of any kind infested by the insect known 
as the Codling Moth, or its larva or puna, is hereby 
prohibited from being kept iu bulk, or in packages 
or boxes of any kind, in aLy orchard, storeroom, 
salesroom or place, or being dried for food, or any 
other purposes, or being removed for sa’c gift 
distribution or transportation. 
6. Fruit boxes, packages or baskets, used for ship­ 
ping fruit to env destination, are hereby required 
to be disinfected, as hereinafter provided, previous 
to their being returned to any orchard, storeroom, 
salesroom or place, to be used for storage, shipping, 
or any other pun>ose. 
7. Transportable material of any kind, infested by 
anv insector insects, or tho germs thereof, namely, 
their eggs, larvae or pupx*, known to be injurious 
to fruit or fru't trees, and liable to spread contagion, 
is hereby prohibited from being offered for sale, gift, 
distribution cr transportation. 
8. Tree or plant cuttings, grafts, scions, plants or 
trees of any kind may bo disinfected by cipping in 
a solution composed of not less than one pound 
(1 lb) of commercial conceutrated lye to each and 
every two (2) gallons of water used as such disin­ 
fectant, or in any other manner satisfactory to the 
Chief Executive Horticultural and Health Officer. 
9. Empty fruit boxes, packages or baskets may 
be disinfected by dipping in boilirg water, and al­ 
lowed to remain in said boiling water not less than 
two minutes. Said boiling water used as such dis­ 
infectant to contain in solution not less than one 
pound (1 rib) of concentrated potash, or three- 
fourths (2) of one pound (1 It») of concentrated lye 
to each and every twenty gallons of water, or in 
an} other manner satisfacton to the Chief Execu­ 
tive Horticu'tural and Health Officer. 
10. Fruit en deciduous and citrus trees infested 
by any species of Scale Insect or Scale ineects, or 
the germs thereof, namely, their eggp, larvtc or 
pupa*, may be disinfected before removal from the 
tree, or from the premises where grown, by wash­ 
ing or thoroughly spraying said fruit with a solu­ 
tion composed of one pound (11b)of whale oil soap 
and one-fourth of oue pound of flowers o? sulphur 
to each and every one aud one-quarter (1|) gallons 
of water used as such disinfectant, or in any other 
manner satisfactory to the Chief Executive Horti­ 
cultural and Health Officer. 
11. Owners of fruit of any kind grown in any 
orchard, nureery or place, in which trees or plants 
are known to he infested with any insect or insects, 
or the gorma thereof, namely, their eggs, lam e or 
pupa*, known to le injurious to fruit or fruit trees, 
and liable to spread contagion, and all persons in 
possession thereof, or offering for sale, gift, distri­ 
bution or tranporiation, are hereby required to pro­ 
cure a certificate of disinfection before removal for 
sale, gift, distribution or transportation. 
12. Any tree or plant cuttings, graft*, scions, 
plants or trees of any kind, empty fruit boxes, fruit 
packages, or fruit baskets, or transferable material 
of any kind, offered fur sale, gift, distribution or 
transportation, in violation of tiie tiuarantine Rules 
and Regulations for the protection of fruit and fruit 
trees, approved by the Board of State Yiticuliural 
Commissioners, may be seized by the Clucf Execu­ 
tive Horticultural and Health Officer, *-r by any of 
the local resident Inspectors appointed by him ; 
said seizure to be the taking possession thereof, and 
holding for disinfection, or for an order of condem­ 
nation by a Court of conq»etent jurisdiction. 
13. Anv person violating the above (¿mrantino 
Rules and Regulations shall be deemed guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punishable by line of not less than twenty-five nor 
more than one huudred dolhrs.
